tloal recognition, when It is a matter of subversive acti- 
vities of which nobody openly admits respor.sitllity , the 
for per members of the JJnion of the Bulgarian National Legions 
are found expendable and convlent tools* In other words* 
when the struggle ror liberation demands bu-nan blood - the 
members of' the Union of the Bulgarian National Legions are 
first in the lips* When it Is a. natter of political com- 
mitments the Bulgarian National Movements are not only for- 
gotten, but are subject* to organised provocations and un- 
believable slander, vilification and ostracism.

Baton of the Bulgarian National Legions at the age of 2 2% 
have faked the letters &fi on this uniform and have added a 
derisive caption suggesting anti-semi t ism and naaisa. I am 
sore that In' their Hiss these igw service: have accumulated ; 
eo esoh biased material that ti*ey would be able to confuse 
any student 6t Bulgarian political affairs* We are accused 
without an off leal indictment, we are tried without a trial 
and ve are sentenced without a Jury* We are neither offici- 
ally condemned nor officially recognised. This situation Is 
e.aslly exploited for actions of fraudulence against which I 
am most vigorously protesting* 



Yet I would not mlas this chance to speak out for those 
who have been accused, tried, and sentenced without having 
anything to regret; anything to feei'fullty about or to ove 
anybody any embarrassing explanation* I want to take this 
| occasion to speak for them and to bring their case for a 
I trial, for a condemnation or for an acquital. 

First of all here Is how we caire about to form the Union 
of Bulgarian National Legions. The moral and political de- 
feat suffered by tfte Bulgarian people in World War I, followed 
by a disastrous economic crisis and a series of corrupt national 



0*v»rn»at» provided a fertile ground for the rise and iy md 
of communism In Bulgaria in the nineteen- twenties and nlnteezw 
thirties. Poverty stricken peasantry mercilessly exploited bf 
Government protected interests, fast growing unemployed intel- 
ligentsia a ad elms* coaeoious working people seeking allevia- 

tion of their misery sew no other alternative but to accept 
communism. Two Communist led uprl singe almost brought Bulgaria 
under red dictatorship* the ruling class on the other aide* 
unable to cope with the situation and. concerned primarily with 
pfoteotion of its own privileges saw no otner alternative but 
to resort to authoritarian dictatorship* 

Exasperated by this national disgrace we mobilised the 
younger generation behind a program for radical economic re- 
forms designed to underline the appeal of coamuniti by of- 
fering a responsible approach to national problems. Our call 
for a national regeneration and econo talc reforms was answered 
by the Bulgarian people add In a very short period our member- 
ship rose tp 300*000. Bulgarian schools and universities - • 

turned Dy Government negligence Into red castles - were Con- 
verted into national educational institutions and saved from 
oomfeunlsaw This unexpected success of our movement alarmed 
International communism ann we beo&joe subject to vicious 
attacks. Communism saw in us Its most dangerous enemies. 

Ttie Government saw In us s tremendous challenge. GoverhmOnt 
sad Communist forces allied together against us* We th re e 
tened the ideological and political concepts of communism. 

We threatened the economic privileges of the Bulgarian ruling 
Claeses. We became a popular movement* Many a time this 
movement was outlawed by the love meant and its leaders im- 
prisoned. The Government created Its own "Anci-Cowmmiat* 

Hast type youth movements* Communist * and fellow travelers 
branded us as nasi s aad fascists - yet we never bad anything 
to do either' directly or Indirectly with uaelsm or with 
fascism. Bast and Fascist states In the west ggye all of 
t&elr support to Government controlled, movements. 

We remained, from the very beginning to the very end. 
exponent# of radical economic reforms in Bulgaria* against 
political and criminal corruption, and for a democratic par- 
liamentary government. We offered a third alternative to 
the Bulgarian people - no cocacunisn: and no totalitarianism - 
but a popular government with freedom and Justice for all* 

The present day liberal concept in America or national pro- 
gressive movements in the newly e^rging nations are the 
closest parallel to vbat our movement In Bulgaria was llko* 

Unfortunately we started this movement in an interna- 
tional atmosphere and set up where any dynaa&o alternative 
to feommuniso bears the stigma of a time which has now sunken 
Into tne twilight of negation. Yet we were scrupulously 



honest and sincere in oar endeavor* to rs&odsl pro-war 
Bulgaria. To and this argument 1 wist; to drav your atten- 
tion to the Tact that In toe oyas of world comsunise the 
pollolee or the intrican Deaooratlc Party are no worm and 
no leaa fascist policies. Bulgarian couunlsts still re- 
fer to us In soeb tens#. These are the terns used by our 
polltloel opponents tad various types of polltieel eppor- 
t units who srs envious of our background and feverishly 
dig J n the past for .false arguments to pervert and vilify 
our record. However, we see In this record s certificate 
entitling us to Join with deeper sense of duty and res- 
ponsibility the struggle of the Bulgarian people for Y*ee- 
daa. 

Jt is now openly fOdaltted that those who spent tone 
tine tn the school of the Onion of Bulgarian National Le- 
gions are i»st loyailf apet responsible and most reliable 
fighters against deawgiften* It Is about time these people, 
receive sons public recognition In America. is about too 
Bulgarian people It has given thea already this recognition 
for a long time. Yet the iaerleen Intelligence Services 
prsfer to continue their hostility and their negative atti- 
tude towards thea. The gnestlons that puxsel ae and ay 
friends with regard to this situation are thasei Why 
Jftgrleane refuse to face tits reality In &lgarlan politics . 
and especially in a situation where they stand all the 
chances to win the loyal and dedicated friendship of the 
people whoa they mostly need and have nothing to loeof 

Ky answer to thlt^qfoery Is that the O.S. Intelligence 
Services ere. deliberately aisled by ease of their talgeirlan 
agents soearvrtur have eooperatpd with and contributed for the 
establiahnent of the eoaisonlst reglae In Balgarie end fear 
that iSMFleen recognition fer the Onion of Bulcarieii Ra- 
tional Regions will put then out of business; or for oppor- 
tunistic considerations have served nasle end c annual sis 
and fear that acceptance ef ideological opponents to mo> 
ntnlan will end their exploitation of the struggle tor 
freedom for pereohel benefits. 

1 understand that the O.S. aeede the t .« Intelligence 
Service a. 1 would sty that the O.S. seed* a better Intelli- 
gence Services. But I on afraid that 'the top ache Ion of 
the O.S. Intelligence Services handling Bulgarian affaire 
are determined to keep their apparatus of fairly inadequate 
people and thus keep the flow of alsinforaatlon to poison 
end undersine Anericsn policies with regard to Bulgaria.
